dozen two Inch 
gauze 


bandages. 


8. Five yard one inch spool, zinc 


oxide adhesive plaster. 


These eight items comprise about 


all one is likely to have any occa- 
sion to use 
in an emergency, and 


when compactly wrapped up they 
will go. in an overcoat pocket or a 
pocket of the car. 


Let me suggest briefly what the 


items are for. 
Swab every

wound with tincture 
of iodine by 


using a wisp of cotton wrapped on 
a toothpick or stick. From half to 
one teaspoonful of aromatic spirits;
